NORTHWEST NEWS 


Washington. March 4. — The Loud 
bill, to correct alleged abuses of the 
second-class mail 
m atter 
privilege, 
which Inst year passed the house by a 
majority of 144 to 104, was buried un­ 
d e r by an overwhelming majority by 
the house. The vote w as not taken di­ 
rectly on the bill, but on a motion to 
lay it on the table. 
By a vote of 102 
to 119, the motion was carried. Forty- 
seven Republicans 
joined 
with 
the 
Democrats and 
Populists In 
accom­ 
plishing 
this result, and ten 
Demo­ 
crats voted with tile majority of tho 
Republicans. The refusal of Mr. Loud 
to permit a vote on an amendment at 
the last minute was responsible in .a 
measure 
for 
the 
result, but 
the 
strength of the measure undoubtedly 
waned throughout the three days’ de­ 
bate. 
I n t h o S e n a t e . 
During almost the entire session the 
senate had 
under 
consideration 
the 
Alaskan homestead aud railway right 
of way bill. One of the features of the 
discussion was a speech delivered by 
Mr. Vest of Missouri, in which he ridi­ 
culed the 
idea of 
homesteading any 
p art of Alaska or constructing rail­ 
roads in that district. 
His motion to 
eliminate the homestead feature of tho 
bill by striking out the first section 
was defeated. 


Washington, March 5.—After a de 
bate lasting several 
days Hie senate 
passed the bill extending the home­ 
stead law and providing for right of 
w a y for railroads in the district of 
Alaska. 
Comparatively 
little discus­ 
sion of general interest was created 
by the bill. 
Section 13, providing for 
certain bonding concessions to Canada 
in lieu of privileges to be extended by 
tho dominion government to this coun­ 
try, however, induced a pretty lively 
debate, as it brought into the contro­ 
versy the old fisheries question on the 
New England coast, which has been 
pending tot ween the 
United 
States 
and ii rent Britain for a hundred years. 
T he statem ent was made 011 the door 
of the senate 
that 
there was every 
reason to believe that after the pass­ 
age of tim bill tho fisheries question 
could be settled without great effort. 
as assurances to that effect had been 
received from a large aud influential 
element iii Canada.

T w o more appropriation bills were 
sent to the president yesterday, the 
pension bill and the consular and dip­ 
lomatic, both of which went through 
their filial stage in tin* house.

Tlic routes Into the Yukon by which 
th* yolilfields of tho Klondike can be 
.vachn.i are today topics of widespread 
intr rest. There are four other routes be­ 
rlins that selected by the Canadian gov­ 
ernment for their TYslin Lake railway, 
two of which are better known and are 
he principal gateways through which 
the miners have poured into the Yukon 
baliti. 
Mr. Jennings, the Canadian en­ 
gineer, who selected the Teslin Lake 
route, also visited the others and in his 
report incorporates much interesting in- 
rorination respecting them. 
In all cases the ocean voyage of the 
Klondike bound traveler would termi­ 
nate in that arm of the ocean that In­ 
dents the land on the southern coast of 
Alaska and is known as the Lynn oanal. 
ho bead of this waterway is divided 
into separate bays or inlets, and from the 
shores of theso open three lines of pas­ 
sage over the mountains that divide the 
Yukon basin from the Pacific slope. The 
most western passage is known as the 
Chi I hat. [ ass, which crosses the moun­ 
tains ai l opens out into the Dalton 
trail Mr. Jennings discusses the possi­ 
bility of a railway up this pass and 
then northeast to the Yukon river by 
way of tho Nordenskiold river, a dis­ 
tance of 245 milos. 
Of course after 
striking tho Yukon the journey north­ 
ward to tho goldfields would be made 
by boat In fact, this plan forms part of 
ach proposition. 
Tho Yukon river is 
to be utilized. 
Knell a road would begin at Chilkat, 
rn Dyes inlet, ut, tile bead of the Lynn 
anal, in Alaska, aud would proceed up 
hi valley of the Chilkat river fora dis- 
anne of 20 milos, where an elevation of 
lib feet above tho sea level would be 
gained. 
Thin is bottom land of clay al­ 
in vin I deposit covered with scrub spruce 
and aldi r. 
For tho next BO miles the 
colley of tho Klabuna river would be 
followed over a somewhat similar coun­ 
try. 
In this section there would be a 
lim n her of 4 per cent gradients, but at 
tho fiftieth mile the summit would be 
reached. From there to the seventy-sec- 
ind mile is the height of laud, a grass 
and heather covered country composed 
of earthy soils mixed with loose masses 
of rocks aud bowlders. 
At Dalton's 
house, on the ninety-sixth mile, the Al 
seek river is crossed by a bridge 160 
feet in length. 
From there to the Nor 
denskiold river much heavy work would 
be met with. 
Then the course of the 
river would be followed and tho valley 
of tho Yukon gained at a point five 
miles below the Five Finger rapids and 
>7 miles above Fort Selkirk. The length 
if such a road would bo 246 miles and 
I he estimated cost $23,000 per mile, or 
a total of $5,635,000. 
The inland or 
YTukou river terminus would be in Ca 
nadian territory and the ocean port ter 
minus in Alaska. 
The second route is that from Dyea 
up the Cbilkoot pass. 
Dyea is on the 
extreme northern end of the Dyea inlet 
of the Lynn canal and is, of course, in 
Alaska. There is good depth of water in 
Dyea harbor for the largest ocean ships, 
but a good lauding place would have to 
be provided, owing to the high tides 
and tho shallow water inshore at the 
bead of the inlet. 
The distance from 
Dyea to the summet of the Chilkoot 
pass is 16 miles, and the altitude at the 
latter point is 8,562 foet above sea level. 
lf the road begun the ascont at the sea 
aud continued ulong the eastern side of 
the valley on mountain side in heavy 
rock und earth work, the average gradi­ 
ent would be 4 per cent after allowing 
for loops and curvature. 
Another plan would be to proceed 
farther up tho valley and make the 
climb in tho last 2% miles, whioh would 
make necessary a gradient of 17 per 
cent—so stoep as to be overcome only 
by a cable line or tho use of a rack rail. 
Once over the summit the road would 
proceed across a broken country to Lakes 
Liudemun and Bennett, and then to the 
outlet of Tagish lake and on to the 
shore of the llootalinqua river, in Ca 
nadian territory. There the road would 
terminate and boats would bo used down 
the llootalinqua and Yukon to Dawson 
Oity. The length of this road would be 
I i i miles, costing ubout $27,318 per 
mile or a total of $3,030,000. 
Tho third route is that by way of the 
White pass. 
The ocean port would be 
Skaguuy, two miles up from the Dyea 
inlet, in Alaska. In the White pass the 
summit is 2,600 feet above sea level 
aud 16 miles distant from the coast. Ac­ 
cording to the engineer, tho only feasible 
way of passing through the rugged de 
J file appears to be by beginning to asoend 
i with un average 4 per cent gradient 
from about three miles from the sea 
and winding along the mountainside to 
the left, where high above the valley 
the slopes urn flatter than near the base. 
After reaching the summit the road 
would turn toward Lake Bennett, 26 
miles beyond, passing over a broken and 
rocky country. From Luke Bennett the 
sumu route would be followed as in the 
line from the Chilkoot pass. TheHoota 
linqua river would be reached at a point 
128 miles from Hkaguayon the sea. The 
estimated cost of this road is $23,809 
per mile, or a total of $8,236,000. This 
line also would begin in American ter 
ritory and terminate in Canadian. 
A line from Juueau, in Alaska, on 
Taku inlet, to the waters of Teslin lake, 
is also noticed in the report. 
Such a 
line would be 145 miles in length and 
oost $24,084 per mile or a total of $8, 
485,000. 
Such are the features of the 
principal entrances iuto the valley of 
the Yukou, as seen by the eyes of a rail­ 
way engineer. 
The gate of each is in 
the territory of the United States, and 
no doubt in time one or inure of them 
w ill be used in railway construction.—- 
New York Tri buuu.

BITTER BY A TABARTULA. 


B nkam aa's Fshoned Pinger Opaiatad Up* 
on Twenty-nits* TI mea. 
James Hemmingway. a brakeman on 
Ihe Missouri, Kansas and Texas rail­ 
way, who waN bitten on tho tip end of 
the middle finger of tim right hand by 
a tarantula near Henrietta, Tex., tho 
night of Sept 9 last, was recently tlis- 
oharged from the company hospital in 
Sedalia, Mo., after a remarkable experi­ 
ence. Immediately after being bitten 
the finger began to swell and bename 
▼ery painful. On Sept IO ITeinming- 
wny was suffering so severely that ho 
laid off and went to Denison to consult 
the company physician. The linger was 
treated, and tile place where tho bite 
was inflicted bogan to slough off with a 
kind of dry rot, without any pus form­ 
ing. 
Farther down 
the finger pus 
formed, and the right arm was swollen 
from the fingers to the shoulder. 
Ile 
was then brought to the company hospi­ 
tal in Sedalia for treatment, and the 
finger was amputated at the first joint. 
It healed up, all but u small place, 
which remained sore. 
Finding that tho wound would not 
heal, the surgeons cut tho finger again, 
and 27 times after that it was amputat­ 
ed, making 20 amputations of the mem­ 
ber. All tho operations were performed 
while Hemmingway was having high 
fever, and it was impossible to adminis­ 
ter opiates of any kind toullaythe pain. 
The final operation was performed near­ 
ly two months ago, the hand being split 
from the knuckle of tho middle finger 
to the wrist and the fingor being taken 
out back of the knuckle. Then for a 
time the nurses rubbed tho right arm 
from the shoulder down to get tim 
poison out of it, and by a gradual proc­ 
ess tho wound healed and Hemmingway 
>*as restored to health. For a long time 
his life was despaired of, the poison of 
the spider bite being so thoroughly In 
fused into his system that it was almost 
Impossible to overcome it Th.'* is said 
by medical experts to bo the most inter­ 
esting case of tarantula poisoning ever 
treated, from a scientific point of view.

Thirty on* CmuiI Cruisers Con Bo Added 
to tho United Stoles' Nifty Com me roe 
Destroyers—Armament of the Auxiliary 
Ocean Hawks Now Being Rushed. 


In order to meet all the exigencies 
which doubtless would arise a fleet op­ 
erating on the offensive on the high seas 
against an enemy who also possesses a 
fleet should be composed of vassals of 
several types, each type possessing snob 
individual qualities as will enable it to 
perform particular duties. To battle­ 
ships is especially assigned the position 
of the line of battle. They constitute 
the main body to make the attaok and 
to stand the defense— theirs is the duty 
of fighting to the finish. To this class 
belonged the Maine. 
For the per­ 
formance of this duty was she designed, 
and consequently in losing her an in­ 
tegral part of oar main strength is 
gone. To replace this loss is now an im­ 
perative duty, and, as the New York 
Herald has pointed out, the one way of 
doing this duty is to purchase armored 
•hips from foreign nations. 
Of unarmored ships our navy, to­ 
gether with oar merchant fleet, oan put 
a large enough number in commission 
to meet any pressing emergency conse­ 
quent upon our being at odds with a 
secondary power. The duties to be per­ 
formed by ornisers are to destroy com­ 
merce and to protect commerce, to rav­ 
age the enemy’s ooaets at unprotected 
points, to effect reprisals, to act ai 
scouts and lookouts, to keep in touch 
and in communication with all parts of 
the fleet and with the base of opera­ 
tions, to form the front, rear and wings 
of the fleet, and to assist in insuring the 
efficiency of a blockade. It is certainly 
difficult to lay down a ship capable of 
performing properly all the above du­ 
ties, perhaps it is impossible. However, 
the two most essential qualifications to 
be kept in view in selecting a oruisei 
are speed and coal capacity. 
That the cruiser should be the pre 
dominating type of ship is evident, 
whether for war or for peace. There ii 
unanimity of sentiment on this point 
The only question is, How many cruis­ 
ers should there be? Four to one battle 
ship is a conservative estimate; ten tc 
one is perhaps not too many, so many 
naval experts hold. What is it with oui 
battleships and cruisers? 
In the United States navy there art 
today 60 ornisers, large and small, foi 
the gunboat is only the orniser of a re­ 
duced size. To act aa light horse caval 
ry, to be the eyes of the fleet, to raid 
like the uhlans, many more of these 
swift unarmored ships mast be obtained 
quickly, for there is no time in whiob 
to build. 
Recourse must be had to oui 
merchant ships, among which will be 
found some good soonts, which fortu­ 
nately the navy department knows all 
about.

At the Washing 
ton gun factory the work of preparing 
the guns and the mounts for these guns 
is now being rushed, but even when ev 
cry resource is brought into play it is 
known that for a long time to oorne 
some of these desirable auxiliary end* 
ors will have to put to sea with old 
fashioned, obsolete guns as their batter 
lei. 
None the less, these 81 oasuai 
cruisers will be a valuable addition to 
the regular 60 cruisers, and the whole 
will find plenty of hard work looking 
out, scouting, marauding and swooping 
down as opportunity offers like tho 
hawk in search of quarry.

Wittf-nnMln Dairymen Meet. 
(Condensed 
from 
Farm ers’ 
Review 
Stenographic Report.) 
The twenty-sixth annual convention 
of the Wisconsin Dairymen’s Associa­ 
tion was held in Manitowoc February 9 
to ll, 1898. 
The address of welcome was deliver­ 
ed by Mayor T. E. Torreon. Hon. Ste­ 
phen Faville replied, calling attention 
to the fact that the products of the 
dairy are the surest of crops, and may 
be depended on every year. Other crops 
are subject to the caprices of the sea­ 
sons, being totally destroyed by too 
much heat or too little rain, but dairy­ 
ing is more directly under the control 
of man. 
Most farm crops come at one 
season of the year, but the products of 
the dairy are received during the entire 
course of the year. 
Remarks of a congratulatory nature 
were made by ex-Governor Bench, ex- 
Gcvernor Hoard, H. C. Adams and Pro­ 
fessor Haecker. * * 
• 
From the address of President Geo. 
W. Burchard we make the following 
extracts: 
During the 
customary 
season 
of 
cheese-making the association kept two 
traveling cheese instructors in the field 
and would have employed a third in­ 
structor for a considerable portion of 
the time lf a man just suited for that 
work could have been 
found. 
There 
were sueh men, but, unfortunately for 
us, they were under other engagements. 
For the coming year I recommend that 
early efforts be put forth to secure at 
least three competent instructors. 
Messrs. Aderhold and Baer were em­ 
ployed again last year and rendered the 
association and the state most excel­ 
lent service. The instructors have made 
reports to me weekly and have sub­ 
mitted final reports which will appear 
in our printed proceedings. 
They are 
also expected at this meeting and will 
stand up to be cross examined. 
Mr. Aderhold visited forty-one differ­ 
ent factories, thirty-six of them twice 
and fifteen of them three times. 
He 
was paid for 150 days 
and collected 
from the factories visited $200, which 
was applied on his salary. 
Mr. Baer 
visited 
forty-six 
different 
factories, 
thirty-six of them the second time. Tho 
factories ho visited contributed $187.50 
towards the payment of his salary and 
expenses. 
He was employed 143 days 
The total expense of these instructors 
for the season was $1,322. 
The state 
trade mark bill, which this association 
has twice approved, is still pending in 
congress. It is gaining friends and ad­ 
herents slowly, as all matters of that 
character do. 
Various American ex­ 
porters and English dealers have disap­ 
proved of Sec. Wilson’s efforts to estab­ 
lish a distinctive reputation for Amer­ 
ican butter in England, and have as­ 
sumed to advise him to leave the solu­ 
tion of these commercial problems in 
their hands—so that they might con­ 
tinue to enact the tragedy of the Spi­ 
der and the Fly, in which they take the 
role of the Spider. Happily the protests 
of the gentlemen referred to were ig­ 
nored. 
The experiences of 
the past year, 
among the dairymen 
of 
Wisconsin, 
have 
demonstrated once 
more 
that 
skill, foresight and a wise adaptation 
of means to ends insures a satisfactory 
measure of success; whereas in dairy­ 
ing, as in all other occupations, the 
man who trusts to luck in the selection 
or breeding of 
his 
cows, and 
then 
through 
ignorance 
or covetousness 
tries to make them believe that marsh 
hay and straw are as good as the best 
silage and clover hay 
for producing 
milk, is 
uniformly unsuccessful and 
complaining. 
W hat Wisconsin dairymen need most 
is a realizing sense of the worse than 
utter worthlessness of a poor cow. 
It 
is quite within the truth to say that 
one-third of all the cows in this state 
kept by men who profess to be dairy­ 
men do not pay for their board aud 
can not be made to pay, and are con­ 
sequently kept at a loss; that another 
third do no more than pay tor their 
own keeping and make good this loss; 
which means that two-thirds cf all the 
cows kept return no profit whatever, 
and that only the remaining third are 
genuine proflt-makers. 
This division 
into thirds may not be literally exact, 
but it at least illustrates, in no exag­ 
gerated form, the cow end of the dairy 
problem which confronts us today. 
The cow that does not 
yield 4,000 
pounds of milk in a year is not worth 
keeping. W hat is the average yield per 
cow in these lake shore counties? 
I 
am sure It is not 4.000 pounds. 
There 
may be a goodly number which yield 
more than this, but this is only saying, 
In another way, that there must be 
many which yield less. Somebody owns 
and foods these poor, worthless—yes, 
worse than worthless, cows. Who 1ft It? 
I can’t tell you his name, but I can 
give you some of his symptoms. He Is 
usually more or less in debt, and sel­ 
dom o- never has a dol’i r in his pocket 
that be can rightfully call his own; he 
works hard, and so do his wife and 
children, rising before it is light 
in 
summer, as well as in winter, and con­ 
tinuing his labor long after dark at 
night. 
He has to do this because he 
g t’s no help from his cows. 
He is the 
iirnn who complains about the times, 
sud the low prices for milk and butter 
and cheese, forgetful of the fact that 
everything except wages has declined 
in pries more than milk has.

mites Is a question of cleanliness. The 
matron at my elbow remarks that her 
hen-house Is clear of the pest. 
Th! 
reason, she says, is because she scald. 
It with soapsuds every wash day. Then, 
when some complain of chicken chol­ 
era, she avers that it Is simply lice that 
ails th© fowls. Vile, filthy hen-houses, 
she says, breed lice, and they so weak­ 
en the fowls that diarrhoea sets In and 
they die. 
I take it the matron knows, 
for it has been many a day since I 
heard complaints from the hennery. 
I am astonished that the hen-houses 
are not kept clean. 
The best manure 
in the world for small 
fruits 
comes 
from them. Scatter it over the straw ­ 
berry bed, place it around the currant 
and gooseberry, the 
blackberry 
and 
raspberry bushes, and then you will 
see fruit worthy the 
name. -It dis­ 
counts all the manufactured fertilizers 
ever made. 
By making use of it you 
kill two birds with one stone, I. e., pre­ 
serve the health of the fowls and in­ 
crease the yield of the small fruits. I 
am fond of a strawberry large enough 
to make a respectable mouthful.

Some years ago The Farmers* Re­ 
view sent an inquiry to many of its 
correspondents as to the greatest cause 
of loss among young chicks. 
The al­ 
most invariable reply was lice. 
Some 
of the poultry raisers put this loss as 
high as 75 per cent of total losses. 
It 
is difficult to make people believe that 
the question of lice is a killing one. If 
any person should lose a few chickens 
from rodents or prowling animals he 
would at once make a campaign against 
the destroyers. 
But the lice come in 
silently and begin their work of de­ 
struction so naturally that the owner 
of the fowls often pays little attention 
to them. But old poulrymen know that 
the first campaign 
must be 
waged 
against lice. 
In looking for lice it is a good plan 
to examine carefully all of the chicks. 
To look at only a few of the little fel­ 
lows and find no lice is no proof that

Plac© for the Incubators.—A cellar 
is an excellent place for an incubator 
because it is usually of an even tem­ 
perature, especially if the cellar Is one 
that will preserve roots and fruits, but 
the atmosphere should be pure, which 
will be the case in winter.

will answer for the incubator that is 
of an even and regular temperature. 
If the incubator is in a room where the 
temperature changes no harm will re 
suit, provided the operator watches the

The hot wa­ 
ter incubator (no lamp) must be oper­ 
ated in a warm place, if possible, in 
order to avoid loss of heat at night.

MRS. GLADSTONE 
AT 
HOME. 


'W ritten 
T ennyson’# 
T rib u te 
to 
H e r 
T w enty-Seven Y ears A go. 
Mrs. Gladstone recently 
celebrated 
her 86th birthday, and every one wish­ 
ed her all possible happiness, says th* 
London Chronicle. 
She has 
been 
a 
veritable “angel in the house” and her 
loving care for her distinguished hus­ 
band has passed into a proverb. Mrs. 
Gladstone's vitality is marvelous and 
she preserves as active an interest in 
her many philanthropic works as of 
old. The eldest daughter of Sir Steph­ 
en Glynne, katharine Glynne and her 
sister attracted great admiration when 
they appeared in London society. When 
the Glynnes were on the continent in 
1839 they met very frequently Mr. Glad­ 
stone, who was even then a notable 
politician, having already filled the of­ 
fice of under secretary for the colonies 
and also that of vice-president of the 
board of trade. 
Mr. Gladstone’s clos­ 
est friend, Lord Lyttleton, had made as 
favorable an impression on the young­ 
er Miss Glynne as Mr. Gladstone had 
made on her eldest sister, with the re­ 
sult that all fashionable London was 
shortly after this visit to Italy inter­ 
ested to hear of the bethro'thal of the 
two young politicians to the two love­ 
ly sisters. 
The weddings took place 
on the same day. July 25, 1839. 
Mrs. 
Gladstone’s good works began at a peri­ 
od when it was not so fashionable as 
to-day fjor gentlewomen to frequent the 
slums, intent on ameliorating the con­ 
dition of the poor. She was especially 
busy at the time of a devastating epi 
dcmic which scourged the east end of 
London many years ago, and she was 
very frequently a visitor to the London 
hospital. 
Many a poor convalescent 
has had reason to bless the name of 
Mrs. Gladstone in connection with the 
home which bears her name. 
At H a­ 
warden one sees at once how large a 
part philanthrophy plays in Mrs. Glad­ 
stone’s beneficent life. 
There is her 
boys’ home close to the castle and not 
far from it is the home in which some 
old ladies are, thanks to her kindness, 
spending the evening of their days in 
peace. Tennyson’s words will find echo 
in many a heart to-day: 
“One could 
not but feel humbled in the presence 
of those whose life was evidently one 
long self-sacrifice, and, one would hope, 
quickened to more of it in one’s own 
life. 
Mrs. Gladstone wears herself out 
by all her hospital work in addition 
to the work of a prime misister’s wife.” 
That tribute was written twenty-seven 
years ago, and Mrs. Gladstone is still 
abel to enjoy fairly good health in her 
old age.

first touches the continent on the Paci 
fie coast in Mexico, north of Cape Co- 
rientes, pursuing a northeast course, 
leaving Mexico at the mouth of the Rio 
Grande, crossing the gulf of Mexico and 
entering the United States at Atchafa- 
laya bay, Louisiana. 
The breadth of 
the line is about fifty miles. The eclipse 
will be total at New Orleans at about 
8:22 a. rn., Washington time. 
The 
eclipse will be visible In Macon, Ral­ 
eigh, Norfolk 
and 
intermediate and 
neighboring points. Crossing the ocean 
the land first touched is near the port 
of Coimbra, Spain, passing southeast 
ucross southern Europe and the Medi­ 
terranean sea. 
Thus all the astrono- 
mers In both hemispheres will be with­ 
in easy distance and with every facil­ 
ity for using any amount of instrumen­ 
tal equipment. 
The greatest duration 
will be two 
minutes, 
nine seconds, 
•bout the middle of the Atlantic ocean.

Mr. Jennings, tho Canadian en­ 
gineer, who selected the Tcslin Lake 
route, also visited the others and in his 
r< port incorporates much interesting in­ 
formation respecting them. 
in all eases the ocean voyage of the 
Klondike hound traveler would termi­ 
nate in that arm of the ocean that in­ 
dents the land on the southern coast of 
Alaska and is known as the Lynn canal. 
The head of this waterway is divided 
into separate 1 ays or inlets, and from tho 
shores of these open three lines of pan- 
snge over the mountains that divide the 
Yukon bo'-iti from the Pacific slope. The 
.nost western passage is known as the 
Chilkat ['Hns, which crosses the moun­ 
tains 
h i . J op< ns out into the Dalton 
trail 
Lr. Jennings discusses the posti- 
bility of a railway up this pass and 
tin n northeast to the Yukon river by 
way of the Nordcuskiold river, a dis­ 
tance of 245 miles. 
Of courso after 
striking the Yukon the journey north­ 
ward to the goldfields would be made 
by boat. In fact, this plan forms part of 
tarh preposition. 
Tho Yukon river is 
to be utilized. 
.Sic h a road would begin at Chilkat, 
m Dyru inlet, at the bead of tho Lynn 
i mud, in Alaska, and would proceed up 
the valley (if the Chilkat river fora dig-

For tho next 30 miles the 
lalji v t i the Klabuna river would be 
i llowed over a somewhat similar coun­ 
try 
In this H'ction there would be a 
inui tn r of 4 per cent gradients, but at 
t!,<' fiftieth mile the summit would bo 
reached. From there to tho seveuty-sec- 
•iiitl mile it- the height of land, a grass 
uiid heather covered country composed 
of earthy soils mixed with loose masses 
of rocks and bowlders. 
At Dalton’s 
house, on the ninety-sixth mile, the Al- 
seck river is crossed by a bridge 150 
feet in length. 
From there to the Nor* 
donskiold river much heavy work would 
be met, with. 
Then tho course of the 
river would bo follow’ed and tho valley 
of tho Yukon gained at a point five 
miles below tho Five Finger rapids and 
r»7 miles above Fort Selkirk. The length 
if such a road would be 245 miles and 
i lie estimated cost $28,000 per mile, or 
a total of $5,635,000. 
The inland or 
Yukon river terminus would bo in Ca­ 
nadian t» rritory and the ocean port ter­ 
minus in Alaska. 
The second route is that from Dyea 
up the Cbilkoot pass. 
Dyea is on the 
extreme northern end of the Dyea inlet 
of the Lynn canal and is, of course, in 
Alaska. There is good depth of w’ater in 
Dyea harbor for the largest ocean ships, 
but a good landing place would have to 
be provided, owing to the high tides 
and tho shallow’ water inshore at the 
bead of the inlet. 
The distance from 
Dyea to tin* summet of the Chilkoot 
pass is 15 miles, and the altitude at the 
latt*r point is 3,062 feet above sea level. 
If the road began the ascont at tho sea 
and continued along the eastern side of 
the valley on mountain side in heavy 
rock and earth work, the average gradi­ 
ent would be 4 per cent after allowing 
for loops and curvature. 
Another plan would bo to proceed 
farther lip tho valley and make the 
climb in the last 2*+, miles, which would 
make necessary a gradient of 17 per 
cent—so steep as to be overcome only 
by a cable line or tho use of a rack rail. 
Once over the summit the road W’ould 
proceed across a broken country to Lakes 
Lindemnn and Bennett, and then to the 
outlet of Tagish lake and on to the 
shore of the Hootuliuqua river, iu Ca­ 
nadian territory. There the road would 
terminate and boats would bo used down 
the llootalinqua and Yukon to Daw’Hon 
City. The length of this road would be 
l i i miles, costing about .$27,818 per 
mile or a total of $3,030,000. 
Tho third route is that by way of the 
White pass. 
The ocean port w’ould bo 
Skaguay, two miles up from the Dyea 
inlet, in Alaska. Iu tho White pass the 
summit is 2,600 feet above sea level 
and 10 miles distant from the coast. Ac­ 
cording to the engineer, tbo only feasible 
way of passing through the rugged de­ 
file appears to be by beginning to ascend 
with au average 4 per cent gradient 
from about three miles from the sea 
and winding along the mountain side to 
the left, where high above tho valloy 
the slopes are flatter than near the base. 
After reaching the summit the road 
would turn toward Lake Benuett, 26 
miles beyond, passing over a brokeu and 
rocky country. From Lake Benuett the 
same route would be followed as in tho 
line from the Chilkoot pass. The Hoota- 
liuqua river w ould bo reached at a point 
128 miles from Skaguay on the sea. Tho 
estimated cost of this road is $23,8011 
per mile, or a total of $3,286,000. This 
line also would begin in American ter­ 
ritory and termiuate in Canadian. 
A line from Juneau, in Alaska, on 
Taku inlet, to the waters of Teslin lake, 
is also noticed in the report. 
Such a 
line would be 145 miles in length and 
cost $21,084 per mile or a total of $3,- 
485,000. 
Such are the features of the 
principal entrances into the valley of 
the Yukon, as seen by the eyes of a rail­ 
way engineer. 
The gate of each is iu 
the territory of the United States, and 
no doubt iu time one or more of them 
will b« used in railway construction.— 
New York Tribune.

laid off and wont to Denison to oonsnlt 
the com pany physician. The linger was 
treated, and the place where the bite 
w as inflicted began t() slough off w ith it 
kind of dry ret, w ithout nuy pus form ­ 
ing. 
Farther 
down 
the 
linger pun 
formed, and the right arm was sw ollen 
from the fingers t^ the shoulder. 
He 
wus then brought to the companjPho- pi 
tal in Setlalia for treatm ent, and the 
finger was amputated at the first joint. 
It healed up, all but a sm all place, 
w inch remained sore. 
F inding that tho wound would not 
heal, the surgeons cut the linger again, 
a n d 27 tim es after that it was am putat­ 
ed, m aking 2 9 am putations of tho m em ­ 


b e r . A ll the operations were performed 
w h ile H em m ingway was having high 
fever, and it was im possible to adm inis­ 


t e r opiates of any kind to allay the pain. 
T he final operation w as performed near­ 
ly tw o months ago, the hand being split 
from the knuckle of tho m iddle finger 
t o the w rist and the linger being taken 
o u t back of the knuckle. 
Then for a 


t i m e the nurses rubbed the right, arm 
from the 
shoulder down to get the 
poison out of it, and by a gradual pm>- 
ess the wound healed and H em m ingway 
Was restored to health. For a long tim e 
h i s life was despaired of, the poison of 
the spider bite being so thoroughly in 
f u s e d into his system that it was alm ost 
i m p o s s ib le to overcome it.

phen Favjlle replied, calling attention 
to the fact

Most farm crops c o m e at one 
season of the year, but the products of 
the dairy are received during the entire 
course of the year.

Goveruor Hoard, H. C. A d a m s and P ro ­ 
fessor Haecker.

From the address of P re siden t Geo. 
W. Burchard we m ake the follow ing 
extracts: 
Durin g t h e 
cu stom ar y 
season 
of 
ch ee se -m a k in g the association kept two 
traveling ch ee se instructors in the field 
and would have em p loyed a third in ­ 
structor for a considerable portion of 
the tim e if a m a n just suited for that 
work could have been 
found. 
There 
were such men, but, u nfortun ately for 
us, they were under other eng a g em e nts. 
For the com ing year I re co m m en d that 
early efforts be put forth to secure at 
least three com petent instructors. 


Messrs. Aderhold and Baer were e m ­ 
ployed again last year and rendered the 
association and the state m o st ex c el­ 
lent service. The instructors have made 
reports to me w eekly and have su b ­ 
mitted final reports which w ill appear 
in our printed proceedings. 
They are 
also expected at this m ee tin g and will 
stand up to be cross exam in ed. 
Mr. Aderhold visited forty-one differ­ 
ent factories, thirty-six of them twice 
and fifteen of them three times. 
He 
was paid for 150 days 
and collected 
from the factories visited $200, which 
was applied on his salary. 
Mr. Baer 
visited 
forty-six 
different 
factories, 
thirty-six of them the second time. Tho 
factories he visited contributed $187.50 
towards the p aym ent of his salary and 
expenses. 
He w a s em plo yed 143 days. 
The total e x p en se of these instructors 
for the season was $1,322. 
Th e state 
trade mark bill, w hich this association 
has twice approved, is still p ending in 
congress. 
It is g a in in g friends and ad­ 
herents slowly, as all m a tter s of 
that 
character do. 
Various Am erican e x ­ 
porters and English dealers have disap­ 
proved of Hee. W ils o n ’s efforts to estab ­ 
lish a distinctive reputation for A m e r ­ 
ican butter in En gland, and have as­ 
sumed to advise him to leave the solu ­ 
tion of these com m ercial problem s in 
their h a nd s—-so that they m ig h t co n ­ 
tinue to en act the tragedy of the Spi­ 
der and th e Fly, in w hich they take the 
role of the Spider.

tries to m a k e them believe that marsh 
hay and straw are as good as the best 
silage and clover hay 
for producing 
milk, is 
uniform ly u nsu ccessful 
and 
com pla in ing. 
W h a t W isc o ns in dairym en need most 
is a realizing sense of the worse than 
utter w o rthlessness of a poor cow. 
it 
is quite within the truth to say that 
one-third of all the c o w s in this state 
kept by men w ho profess to be dairy­ 
men do not pay for their board and 
can not be made to pay, and are c o n ­ 
sequently kept at a loss; 
that another 
third do 110 more than pay ter their 
ow n keepin g and m ake good this loss; 
which m ea n s that tw o -th ir d s cf all the 
c o w s kept return no profit whatever, 
and that only the r e m a in i n g third are 
genuine proflt-makers. 
T h is division 
into thirds may not be literally exact, 
but it at least illustrates, in no e x a g ­ 
gerated form, the cow end of the dairy 
problem which confronts us today. 


T h e cow that does not 
yield 4,000 
pounds of milk in a year is not worth 
keeping. 
W h a t is the a v er a g e yield per 
cow 111 these lake shore counties? 
I 
am sure It is not 4,000 pounds. 
There 
m ay be a goodly n u m ber which yield 
more than this, but this is on ly saying, 
In a nother way, that there must be 
many w hich yield less. Somebody o w n s 
and feeds these poor, w o r th l e s s — yes, 
worse than worthless, cows. 
W h o is it? 
I c a n ’t tell you his name, but 1 can 
g iv e you some of his sy m pto m s. 
H e is 
usually more or less in debt, and sel­ 
dom o'* never has a dollar in his pocket 
that he can rightfully call h is ow n; he 
w orks hard, and so do his wife and 
children, rising before it is light 
in 
summer, as well as in winter, and con ­ 
tinuing his labor lo ng after dark at 
night. 
He has to do this because he 
g^'s 110 help from his cows. 
He is the 
^ a n w h o complain s about the times, 
and the low prices for m ilk and butter 
and cheese, forgetful of the fact 
that 
everything except w ages has declined 
in pries more than m ilk has.

Th en, again, we are 
told w h a t

plague m ite s are. 
I rise to say that 
mites is a question of cleanliness. 
The 
matron at m y elbow rem arks that her 
h en -h o u se is clear of the pest. 
Tht 
reason, sh e says, is because she scald* 
it with soapsuds every w ash day. Then, 
when s o m e complain of ch icke n c h o l­ 
era, she avers that it is sim p ly lice that 
ails the fowls. 
Vile, filthy h en-h ouse s, 
sh e says, breed lice, and th ey so w e a k ­ 
en the fowls that diarrhoea sets in and 
they die. 
I take it the m atron knows, 
for it h a s been m a n y a day since I 
heard c o m p la in ts from the hennery. 
I am astonished that the h en -h o use s 
are not kept clean. 
T h e best m anu re 
in the world for sm all 
fruits 
com es 
from them. 
Scatter it over the s t r a w ­ 
berry bed, place it around the currant 
and gooseberry, the 
blackberry 
and 
raspberry bushes, and then you will 
see fruit w orthy the 
name.

Home years ago The F a r m e r s ’ Re 
v iew s e n t an inquiry to m a n y of its 
co rresp ond en ts as to the greatest cause 
of loss a m o n g y o u n g chicks. 
T h e al­ 
m ost in variable reply w a s lice. 
Home 
of the poultry raisers put this loss as 
high as 75 per cent of total losses. 
It 
is difficult to m ake people believe that 
the q uestion of lice is a killing one. If 
any person should lose a few ch ic ke ns 
from rodents or p row lin g a n im a ls he 
would at once m a k e a c a m p a ig n again st 
the destroyers. 
But the lice com e in 
silently and begin their w ork o f de­ 
struction so naturally that the ow ner 
of the fowls often pays little attention 
to them. 
B ut old poulrym en k n o w that 
the first 
cam p aign 
m u st 
be 
waged 
a g a in st lice. 
In lookin g for lice it Is a good plan 
to ex a m in e carefully all of the chicks. 
To look at o n ly a few of the little fel­ 
low's and find no lice is no proof that 
they are not plentiful. It is a fact that 
the parasites gather 
on the w eakest 
chicks, le a v in g the strong 
on es free. 
Th e w ea k on es seem to fall an easier 
prey, and the first th in g the ow n e r of 
the ch ic ks k n o w s a n um ber of the lit­ 
tle o n e s are found dead, and the w o n ­ 
der is w h a t killed them. 
B e w a re of 
lice, and do not temporize w ith them. 


Feeding F.gg«. 
"One of the best thin gs that I ever 
fed to m y y o u n g ch ic ks just hatched 
is hard-boiled e ggs m ixed w ith bread 
c r u m b s ”— thus writes one of our reg­ 
ular subscribers, an old fancier who 
k n o w s full w ell just w hat he is talking 
about, says the Feather. 
T h is fact re­ 
m inds us of sta tem e nts w-e had seen 
quite to the contrary, and the opposite 
opinions prompted us 
to 
investigate 
this m atter and find out the true situa­ 
tion. 
W e find that m a n y w’ho stand 
high in the profession feed their y o u n g 
ch ick s a lw a y s for the first three or four 
days boiled eggs 
m ixed w ith 
bread 
crumbs. 
T h e eg g s are boiled hard and 
m a sh e d fine, shell and all, and mixed 
with bread crumbs; 
m a n y save all the 
clear e g g s w he n testing 
the 
sitting 
hens or incubator eggs as it m a y be, 
and boil them for the 
chicks. 
The 
most delicate B an tam and the sturdy 
B r a h m a relish and prosper 011 this kind 
of feeding, hut at the sa m e tim e it is 
possible to overfeed this rich food. 
It 
is not the quality of the food but the 
quantity th a t injures the chicks, but if 
properly fed it is of the h ighe st order 
of food for y ou ng chicks.

Tennyson's 
Tribute 
to 
Her 
W ritten 
Twenty*Seven Year* Ago. 
Mrs. Gladstone recently 
celebrated 
her S6th birthday, and every one wish­ 
ed her all possible happiness, says the 
London Chronicle. 
She has 
been 
a 
veritable “angel in the house” and her 
loving care for her distinguished hus­ 
band has passed Into a proverb. 
Mrs. 
Gladstone's vitality is marvelous and 
she preserves as active an interest in 
her many philanthropic works as of 
old. 
The eldest daughter of Sir Steph­ 
en Glynne, Qatharlne Glynne and her 
sister attracted great admiration when 
they appeared in London society. When 
the Glvnnes were on the continent in 
1839 they met very frequently Mr. Glad­ 
stone, who was even then a notable 
politician, having already filled the of­ 
fice of under secretary for the colonies 
and also that of vice-president of the 
board of trade. 
Mr. Gladstone’s clos­ 
est friend, Lord Lyttleton, had made as 
favorable an impression on the young­ 
er Miss Glynne as Mr. Gladstone had 
made on her eldest sister, with the re­ 
sult that all fashionable London was 
shortly after this visit to Italy inter­ 
ested to hear of the bethrothal of the 
two young politicians to the two love­ 
ly sisters. 
The weddings took place 
on the same day, July 25, 1839. 
Mrs. 
Gladstone’s good works began at a peri­ 
od when it was not so fashionable as 
to-day fjqr gentlewomen to frequent t.he 
slums, intent on ameliorating the con­ 
dition of the poor. 
She was especially 
busy at the time of a devastating epi­ 
demic which scourged the east end of 
London many years ago, and she was 
very frequently a visitor to the London 
hospital. 
Many a poor convalescent 
has had reason to bless the name of 
Mrs. Gladstone in connection with the 
home which bears her name. 
At Ha- 
warden one sees at once how large a 
part philanthrophy plays in Mrs. Glad­ 
stone’s beneficent life. 
There is her 
boys’ home close to the castle and not 
far from it is the home in which some 
old ladies are, thanks to her kindness, 
spending the evening of their days in 
peace. Tennyson’s words will find echo 
in many a heart to-day: 
“One could 
not but feel humbled in the presence 
of those whose life was evidently one 
long self-sacrifice, and, one would hope, 
quickened to more of it in one’s own 
life. 
Mrs. Gladstone wears herself out 
by all her hospital work in addition 
to the work of a prime misister’s wife.” 
That tribute was written twenty-seven 
years ago, and Mrs. Gladstone is still 
abcl to enjoy fairly good health in her 
old age.

He Seen by tlie People of 
America on May 28, 1 9 0 0 . 
The people of America will have a 
very unusual chance to see a total solar 
eclipse right here at home on May 28, 
1890. Astronomers are even now study­ 
ing the meteorological tables for past 
years in order to find the localities 
promising 
clearest 
skies, 
says 
the 
Washington Post. 
The line of totality 
first touches the continent on the Paci­ 
fic coast in Mexico, north of Cape Co- 
rientes, pursuing a northeast course, 
leaving Mexico at the mouth of the ldo 
Grande, crossing the gulf of Mexico and 
entering the United States at Atchafa- 
laya bay, Louisiana. 
The breadth of 
the line is about fifty miles. The eclipse 
will be total at New Orleans at about 
8:22 a. m., Washington time. 
The 
eclipse will be visible in Macon, Ral­ 
eigh, Norfolk 
and 
intermediate and 
neighboring points. Crossing the ocean 
the land first touched is near the port 
of Coimbra, Spain, passing southeast 
across southern Europe and the Medi­ 
terranean sea. 
Thus all the'astrono­ 
mers in both hemispheres will be with­ 
in easy distance and with every facil­ 
ity for using any amount of instrumen­ 
tal equipment. 
The greatest duration 
will be two 
minutes, 
nine seconds, 
►bout the middle of the Atlantic ocean.
